He told AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY 
that he was thrilled to hear he has been selected 
although he realised that, with only one place 
available for an Australian, he faced a lot of 
competition. 

Tony Boskovic, who came to Australia from 
Yugoslavia 20 years ago, has won every honour in 


the game. 

He controlled a record number of NSW Federa- 
tion ‘gant finals, being an automatic choice for a 
decade. 


He is also the only Australian referee to have 
officiated in the World Cup Finals (1974 in West 
Germany). He has handled many World Cup elimi- 
nation matches. 

Boskovic still has one remaining ambition . . . he 
would like to be on the refereeing panel for next 
year’s World Cup in Spain. 

His selection for the Coca-Cola Cup in October

One is tempted to put 
this article aside as possibly 
being from someone who 
would rather see Soccer 
wound up as a sport to be 
played by children. 

But there is more meat in 
it than just that. 

My impressions date 
from the days when it was 
almost impossible for boys 
to play Soccer at all. 

The widening of the local 


attended to that. 

The family was brought 
into the game because the 
school system made darn 
Sure at that time that very 
little Soccer was pte to 
compete with rugby. 


Succumbed 


Then the numbers of in- 
terested players spilled 
over into the schools. The 
State system succumbed, 
and in recent years the 
same process has moved in- 
to the Catholic and Inde- 
pendent schools systems. 

So where would we be 
without the junior 
suburban or town club? I 
should not need to spell 
that one out. 

Nor should I have to do it 
for my friend John Warren, 
whose Sydney Sunday 
paper column advocated 
the transfer of rescources 
over from juniors to the 
schools. 

There is some merit in 
this, yet it is basically im- 

racticable. Without the 
iuge junior associations 
this is very little school Soc- 
cer, and no amount of wish- 
ing can change this in our 
Australian and democratic 
way of life. 

Sure, by all means build 
up the standard of school- 
masters’ Soccer coaching 
much further. 

But without the basic 
junior system the: game 
would become one for 
spectators only and schools 
Soccer would wilt away. 

The situation can be em- 
phasised in another way. 

As junior Soccer was be- 
ing spread throughout 
NSW in earlier years, the

also. 

The game has gone right 
through that State. Senior 
clubs such as Townsville 
could only have been prom- 
oted because of that basic 
eis interest provided the 

foundation. 

On the other hand Victo- 
rian remained over- 
centralised and only now 
are they really trying to 
move in city and country in 
the necessary decentralised 
fashion. 


Confined 


At this late stage they are 
strong counter-measures by 
the Victorian rules game. 

Had they taken up the 
lead years ayo they would 
have been first into the 
field and senior Soccer in- 
terest would not now be 
entirely confined to a nar- 
“row single migrant-based 
clubs with many of the orig- 
inal nationalities becoming 
very small fish in the pool 
indeed. 

Each boy, no matter 
what his original back- 
ground, should be found a 
place in the sport. 

Reverting to “Charlie”, 
my impression has always 
been that lads generally en- 
joy their Soccer at Under 
10 level, and that many 
more coaches, parents and 
friends are supportive 
rather than the opposite. 

I know the Amateur offi- 
cials are dedicated to any 
boy having the chance to 
play Soccer, whether he is 
destined for the big-time or 
not. 

‘That is where we have to 
pause. If there are numbers 
of boys interested in Soc- 

tcer, then there is a pool of 


school and junior players 
available from which the 
big clubs can seek their 
players. 
it is their job to recognise 
real talent and to polish it 
up. 
To this day, in their re-
